BISHOP BURY’S BOOK. 


Ritssia is prominent — in the 
news thts week, and by an inter- 
esting coincidence Bishop Bury's 
new book. “Russia from Within” 
(The Churchman Publishing Co., 
8s, 6d, net), appears at this mo- 
ment. Bishop Bury was for 
fifteen years Bishop for North- 
ern and Central Europe, and the 
Church of England: Chaplaincies 
in Russia fell within his jurisdie- 
tiof, Before the war he-was one 
of ‘fhe most popular British per- 
sonalities in Russia, and had a 
profound belief ‘in the spiritual] ; 
and material future of that coun- 
try, His new-book shows that he 
has not. abandoned his belief, 
views, ‘based upon 
sources of information, to which 
few Englishmen have access, are 
ably set forth in his book.. 

In his introduction Bishop 
Bury says: “Let my first words 
in writing this book be’ a request 
that all its readers will carefully 
distinguish, throughout, between 
the Russian and the Russians I 
speak of, and the Soviet Govern- 
ment which controls them. There 
is a great confusion of thopght 
in this country through not mak- 
ing this very important distine- 
tion, . 

“From the Soviet Government, 
until it completely changes. its 
policy, I expect nothing at all 
that will be for the good and 
advantage of Russia, but every- 
thing to the contrary, and more 
and more surely in this country 
do we feel that the world itself 
will gain nothing but -harm from 
Russia’s present administration 
unless there is an absolutely radi- 
cal ghange of molicy sand rule. 
Rusia, itself and Russians, a3 a 
whole, remain as they were, and 
all I have to say that is hopeful 
and of promise for the future is 
based upon my firm: conviction 
that the Russians are a great 
people, and have a grert country, 
and that their national equip- 
ment assures them a great place 
in future history. - } 

“I doubt. if there , has ever 
been a time in history when it 
was so necessary -to distinguish 


est. and’ ae privileged’ among 
us, once said to me in a conversa- 
tion, as we spoke of some very 
extreme utterances of the day 
before: ‘Aftér all, it is only tet. 
ting off steam, and to prevent it 
would only the sitting on. the 
safety valve-—and you know what 
that means.’ 

“We' must, of all ‘people, feel 
ourselves deeply, and intimately 
concerned in Russia's political 
future, for if Russia does ad- 
‘vance along the path of liberty 
and gain true self-government, 
what. constitution is it likely to 
adopt and to what country will 
it Icok for a lead except to vur 
own?. At/least we can still pre- 
sent to the world the ‘Mother. of 
Pailaments, and there is - no 
country certainly at the moment 
which can give to a Russia, wish- 
ing to govern itself, such a 
real lead in adopting that kindof 
democracy to which their de- 
velopment has been slowly but 
surely pointing, as our own. 

“Influences are always steadily 
at work in the lives of peoples, 
and which end in giving them the 
Government for which they are 
most fitted, and those influences, 
just as in the formation of human. 
character, are the things which 
are not seen, and there are many 
Russians well known to myself— 
typical no doubt of ' countless 
numbers of others—who consider 
ours ag the moat stable de- 
moecracy in the world, with a 
stabitity that is likely to 
increase.” ” , 


I am very much struck with the 
advantage of people living in an 
carlicy period than the present;

the amazing genius of the Rus- 
sian people in peasant and towns- 
folk: alike—for there are many 
influential people, both in and 
out of Russia to-day, who have 
come from ‘the peasant ranks— 
and which has been shown to us 
of this generation, in Russian 
literature and art, especially in 


Russian music, painting, dancing}, 


at the opera, in the drama, and 
especially’ under Anglo-Saxon 
Teadership, in the great realms of 
industry. There still remain, 
by ‘revolutions, un- 
diminished in value, Russia's re- 
sources, which exceed those of 
any other country; 

: “Every possibility of. develop- 
mept is within the compass of 
Russia, and amongst. ita people 
are those who are fitted for and 
will certainly not shrink [rom

A “DOOMED” PORT. 


LITTLE, TRAWLING AT - 
BRIXHAM, | 


. The “home” of deep- -3eR trawling, 
Brixham, in Devon, is evidently in 
a very bad way; indeed there are 
those who say that it is doomed as 
a fishing port. And for two rea- 
sons. There is a difficulty in, get- 
ting the likely young men to take 
‘up the hard work associated with 
the fishing industry. They are 
said to. prefer work in shops and 
offices, 


The other reason is a still! more 
serious one. It is that the large 
number of boats wrecked in the 
neighbourhood make it hazardous 
to carry on the work. In the 47 
miles between Portland Bill and 
Start Point there are said to be 
more than 140 wrecks, The nets 
of the fishermen tatch in these, and 
are ripped beyond repair. When it 
is stated that some nets cost as 
much as £100, and that the industry 
loses something like £5,000 a year 
in this way, it will be scen that 
an_aceident of this sort will: very 
quickly run away with the, profits 
of a veyage, 

There are so many wrecks that 
the Government has refused to 
mark them with buoys on account 
of the, expense, and if they were 
blown*up it is said that this would 
merely extend the area of danger. 
At one time there were employed 
by Brixham‘ owners about 300 fish- 
ing trawlers. Now the number has 
been reduced to about 40, and 
these are barely paying their way. 
The people of Brixham claim that 
this fishing centre was the mother 

of auch ports as Hull, Grimsby and 
Milford, as far as deep-sea fishing 
is concerned. 


REPORT 


“DANISH SHIPPING. 


‘BALTIC TIMBER TRADE, 
DISAPPOINTING. 


“A great part of the Danish mer- 
cantile, fleet consists of smaller 
vessels, the trade of which is orin- 
efpally confined to the North Sea, 
Baltic and the Mediterranean, 
These ships, which loud on an 
average of 1,000 to 3,000 tons, have 
had a dificult winter to go through, 
as the markets where they generally 
find employment have been in a 
very depressed cerdition. 

This applies, especially, to the 
North Sea and the Baltic, as only 
a ‘fow cargoes have been ‘obtained 
and even at such low rates ‘that in 
most cases they have meant a loss. 
About ten to twenty boats have 
been Jaid up during the best part 
‘of the winter. The owners had 
now hoped to send them ‘ta sea 
gain, when the wood season open- 
eC 

During the .past few months 
several Danish vessels have" been 
sold to foreign buyers. These in- 
clude both steam and anil, As far 


as the sailing ships ure*concerned | - 


the State is now making attempts to 
intervene, as a proposal has been 
made to grant loans to sailing ves- 
sels,. partly to mect running ex- 
penses, and partly for the installa- 
tion of motors, The amount to be 
granted is said to be about one 
million kroner, and which should 
be sufficient to prevent that some 
vessels he sold to foreign buyers, 
especially those interested ‘in the 
Baltic, and who may be better 
situated than the Danish owners to 
carry on sailing ship business.

DOMESTIC TREASURE 


“Nobody will Ht take the trouble 
to look after the troublesome | 
girls, and these are the . ones ; 
who are looked after by us.” said : 
the Rev. H. G. Hills, pied 
of the Mabys Association for the 
Care of Young Girls, speaking , 
at the annual meeting at Guild- 
hall, | Sir Adrian Pollock (City | 
Chamberlain) presided, “There 
is not very much work needed to 
look after the perfectly good girls 
who leave the guardians’ scnools 
with good outfits, are athletic, 
have tbeen Girl Guides, and can 


‘obtain situations and stick to 


them. But what about the 
other girls? What about the 
poor little girl who loses her 
temper and smacks the cook’s,|, 
face. The mistress says: 
‘Take her away at once, please.’ 
If we had not our Mabys lodging 
homes it would be impossible for 
us to deal .with such girls.” 

Mrs. €. J.: Longman, hon. 
secretary of the association, 
described what she regarded as 
“the perfect situation.” The 
‘first essential~was a good salary. 
Fifty years ago, when the Mabys 
Association ‘started, domestic 
servants used to get 2s. 6d. a 
week, which amounted to £6 10s, 
a year. Now all the guardians 
placed their. girls in situations 
where £16 a year, was paid. 
This was not a very large sum, 
but it must be remembered that 
domestic work was skilled wonk, 
and if a girl could ‘earn £16 a 
year whilst receiving her train- 
ing, that was not too bad, pro- 
vided, of course, her salary was 
raised regularly, As soon as 
they know their work domestic 
servants could command’ almost 
any salary they wished. Good 
food was another important con- 
sideration, and this was improv- 
ing. Years ago a limited supply 
of meat was thought to cover 
everything, Accommodation was 
another point. Yet she had 
never yet come across 2 servant 
who objected to a situacion be- 
cause of its basement. 

“The days have quite gone,” 
said Mrs. Longman, “when 
people thought no furniture was 
too ugly for the servant's room. 
. her bed-room the china used 

to be odd, and the curtains fad- 
ed. Now the maid’s.bed-room is 
really attractive. The kitchen 
can be made attractive with a 
comfortable chair, white cur- 
tains, books, and a vase of 
flowers. ': The books are essen- 
tial. Most young maids ead

THE EFFECT OF HEAVY 
SENTENCES,

FORMOSA SECRETS. 


WOOING BY GIFTS OF 
- FIREWOOD. 


A LAND OF MYSTERY, 


Formosa ia still’ an° island of 
mystery to the majority of the 
civilised world, but’ some part of 
that mystery was explained in ‘a 
Paper read before the Royal Geo- 
graphical Soclety by Mr. E. H. do 
Bunsen, hfs Majesty's Consular 
Service, Jupan. Speaking of the 
successive attempts to subdue the 
island, he said that the Chinese 
had maintained: a special force on 
the frontier of the hill territory, 
chiefly in order to protect the cam- 
phor . cutters working - in that 
Vicinity. The Japanese. sought to 
reorganise and extend this system 
and built, principally in the north- 
ern part of the island, defences to 
a total length of 359-miles, Some 
120 miles of these consisted of wire 
fencing, but this proved of Httle 
practical use; the anvages crept 
through it, dug under it, or even 
jumped over {t. Some portions of 
the line were electrified, but with 
Nttle practical result; this method 
was expensive, and the savages dis- 
covered that by driving dogs or 
other animals against the wires 
they could short-circuit the current 


‘and rob them of their mysterious 


potency. : 
Though {t. is difficult tto eat 
Japanese to go to Formosa at all, 
police service’ In the savage dis- 
triets attracts an adequate supply

LUXURY TAXES. 


SENSATION. us 


Shanghai, June 30. 

A sensation has been created by 
the Director of the Surtax Re- 
venue Department to-day adver- 
tising that, in accordance with in- 
structions from the Ministry of 
Finance at Nanking, in addition 
to the existing surtax.of two and 
a half-ner cent. agreed upon with 
reservations by the Washington 
Conference, he will collect a fur- 
ther two and a half per cent. on 
all imports classified as luxuries, 
as from July 4. ; 

This makes the total duty on 
imported luxuries ten per cent. 
ad valorem, which British mer- 
chants are constrained to pay, 
otherwise they cannot obtain de- 
livery of imported cargo. , 


Meanwhile the Nanking Gov-| 


ernment has agreed to, the Fin- 
ance Ministry’s memorial on likin, 
and has instructed the Ministry 
to abolish likin and institute a new 
schedule of import duties, on a 
basis of 80 per cent. for imported 
luxuries, and twelve and a half 
per cent, on all other commodities, 
effective as: from August 1, but 
not including tobacco, on which 
an excise duty of 60 per cent. is 
already imposed, and wines and 
spirits, Which apparently are also 


heavily taxed.—Reuter.

The 
memorandum stated that there 
was no suggestion that book- 
makers should be prohibited, and 
no evidence existed that the 
practical working of the totalisa- 
tor showed that large bets 
gradually ceased to be made on 
it. 

It was pointed out by the Select 
Committee’ in Britain | there 
are 296 days in the: year on 
which races are run, and these 
take place at no fewer than forty- 
five different racecourses. With 
the exception of . Newmarket, 
which has twenty-nine days, no 
course has more than ten days’.

Tt can 
only run backwards and forwards

The: road-using vehicle has prov- 
ed a success. (says “The Queens- 
lander) because it can be operat- 
ed on either side of a railway-line, 
and can transport goods to any 
place where there are ronds; pro- 
vided, of course, that they are in 
u. trafficable condition. Here its 
sphere of usefulness ends; for with- 
out roads the motor truck is useless, 
and it Ieaves (in an undeveloped 
country such as ours) considerable 
areas of ‘territory over which effi- 
cient transport is out of. the ques- 
tion. 

‘To mect this a large firm of Bri- 
tish: manufacturers has developed 
n “yvoadless” vehicle, with which it 
is possible to travel successfully 
and economically «over ordinary 
land areas where there are no 
roads. This roadless vehicle is 
able to operate two-dimensionally; 
the road using vehicle is unindirec- 
tional,. that is to say, it ean move 
only where there is a made road. 
The value of roadless transport in 
undeveloped countries, therefore, 
exnnot be’ overestimated. © It can 
either “feed”. railways, or it can re- 
place them altogether, It does not 
require any expenditure of money 
to be made on roads hefore it can 
operate; and, more important still, 
there ig the fact that this new vehi- 
cle actually makes roads. 

The principle of the vehicle’ is 
the replacement of the rear wheels 
with an endless chain, or band, 
which takes the greater part of the 
lond that is carried (together with 
the greater part of the weight of 
the vehicle itself), and-this weight 
is spread over a very much larger 
{aren of ground than is the case 

! where rear wheels only are employ- 
‘ed. Fundarpentally, a wheel only 
| gives a “point” contact with the 
‘surface over which it rolls;' and

‘are concentrated at this point, with

AROADLESS VEHICLE| SKID PROBLEM. 


IMPORTANCE OF TYRE 
DESIGN. 


Tyre design plays an important 
part in the efficiency of ‘the per- 
formance of the modern motor 
vehicle. To-day, we have left be- 
hind long ngo the problem of com- 
bining durability and - resiliency 
with freedom from punctures, and 
now nearly all the well-known tyre 
manufacturers are turning their 
attention to the urgent question .of 
the eliminntion of skidding. One 
company, hns produced a tyre with 
n decp cut ‘tough: lozenge tread, 
which seems to offer a remarkable 
resistance to skids. On wet and 
greasy surfaces the new tread bites 
through to the road. bed and tenda 
to obtain a firm grip, that is a 
rebuff to every slipping tendency. 

However, akids, like disease, will 
always persist to the end of motor- 
ing, and so we all should be pre- 
pared ‘at onc time, or another to 
deal with such, occurrences, It is 
generally accepted that the most 
efficient way of coping with a skid 
ia to declutch and debrake instant- 
ly, at the same time turning the 
‘wheel in the direction of the: skid. 
There are some motorists who are 
no expert at handling their cars 
when under the influence of skids 
that these rond dangers have no 
more terrors to them. The skids 
referred to, however, are those 
usually caused by a stoppage of the 
back wheels through over-zealous 
braking, or at least a misjudgment 
as to the amount of useful friction 
provided hy the surface of the 
ronds, The worst type of skid is 
that known as the ‘front-wheel, 
varicty, which develops quite sud- 
denly sometimes when one's car is 
travelling at'apeed. For this’ there 
is practically no known remedy, a8 
its action is so swift and unexpect- 
ed, and the car goes completely out 
of control. <A frequent cause of 
front-wheel skids is’ for the front 
wheels to be slightly out. of track, 
or for a “pull” to have developed in 
the steering. . ‘

FIVE MILLION UNMARRIED - 

- "WOMEN. 

MAN'S SPHERE INVADED. 


Census papers are full of un- 
truths (writes Sir Leo. Chiozza 
Money in the “Sunday News"). 
It is still very difficult to per- 
suade women to reveal their ages, 
even to the most austere of cen- 
sug collectors; hundreds of thou: 
sands of women never advance 
beyond thirty for census and 
other useful purposes. The 
divorced, also, are shy of reveal- 
ing their status, as is sufficiently 
shown by the fact that in 1921 
only 16,682 .of us confessed to. 
being matrimonial failures. 

But, ag to one important: de- 
tail, the census gets the truth, 
and that is as to the division of 
the sexes. We have all been 
astonished to learn how great is 
the surplus of females: amongst 
us. A nice word this “surplus,” 
a term calculated to embitter 
the bosom of any woman. : 

All the commentators seem to 
think that, where women are 
concerned, it is possible to have 
too. much of a good thing, and 
certainly it is food for thought 
when the census shows that, in 
England, there are eleven females 
to every ten males, which means 
that in’ England and Wales there 
are not enough males by 
1,736,000. A surplus of nearly 
two million females! 

: A Growing Evil. 

~ The disproportion of the sexes 
hag grown enormously through 
the war. It-was serious enough 
at the census of 1911, when, again 
to speak of England and Wales 
only, the females exceeded the 
males by 1,179,000. When the 
war broke out this surplus had 
increased to about . 1,200,000. 
Then came the war with its 
sacrifice of our finest young men 
and the makjng, on a larger scale 
than ever ‘before, of widows, or- 
phans and old maids. 

A great army of unmarried 
marriageable women has_ been 
formed amongst us, and it is 
rapidly growing, It is a social 
evil which multiplies ‘itself. It 
ig bound, in the nature of the 
case, to rhake increase. It is well 
that we should think about it. 

In the United Kingdom at the 
present moment, with its popula- 
tion, including ali Ireland, of, 
about 48,000,000 men, women and 
children, there are already ‘over 
5,000,000 unmarried women aged 
.15 to 45. oe : 
. Thus, it will be seen, it is not 
merely ‘that there is a surplus of 
women over men. It is even 
more significant that the army of 
the unmarried is exceedingly 
greater than the disproportion of 
the sexes. F 

Why Marriage Declines. 

A number of causes combine to 
make marriage difficult for men. 

Luxury grows apace, and the 
taste for luxury is inconsistent 
with marriage on moderate 
means. The application of 
science to work, as at present or- 
ganised, produces a wealth fund 
which is not sufficient to provide 
more than moderate comfort for 
people who desire to live a re- 
spectable domestic life. 

On the other hand, cheap 
luxuries can be commanded by 
those who remain single, and who 
avoid civil and social respon- 
sibilities, : : 

Tf the.contest between domesti- 
city and. luxury, thé taste for 
luxury easily wins in a large pro- 
portion of cases, There are all 
sorts of social~engines to stimu- 
late the abandonment of the 
domestic life. Having what is 
called a “good. time” ia widely 
advertised a3 desirable, and as it 
is utterly inconsistent .with mar- 
riage and the rearing of children, 


‘|| real marriage grows increasingly 


unpopular, and the hirth rate 


In many cases, no doubt, this 
lends to childless marriages, in 
which both parties continue their 
occupations, That. is happening 
very widely in America . where 
one-roomed flats are being built 
as mock homes for “marriages” 
of the new sort. , : 

Tt is, for these profound and 
menacing economic and social 
reasons that the surplus of mar- 
riageable women is enormously 
greater than, the surplus of 
females, : : 

The latter, although serious 
enough, is comparatively a amall 
thing. When we speak of an ex- 
cess of 1,786,000 females over 
males, we refer, not to adults 
alone, but to'men, women and 
children. The actual excess of 
females aged 15 to 45 in the) 
United Kingdom, is about 
700,000. . 

When, therefore, we know that 
there are. over 6,000,000 un- 
married women’ of those ages, 
we see clearly that the exceas of 
unmarried is much more than is 
accounted for by the dispropor-! 
tion of the sexes. 

What 1931 WII Reveal. 

The truth is that so many 
marriageable women are un- 
married because men are unable 
or unwilling ‘to marry. And 
when we. ponder the reasons for 
that inability or unwillingness, 
we understand that ‘they are rea- 
gons which are becoming stronger 
every day. . : 

When. the next Census is 
taken, in 1931, it will assuredly 
reveal (1) a further decline in 
the rate of increase of the popu- 
lation, (2) a further consider- 
able increase in the excess of 
females over males, and (3) @ 
very great increase in the army 
of unmarried marriageable 
women.
